Adkins Drafts 
Bill to Change 
Board Setups 


Little Rock, Jan. 2 —(/P)—Gover- 


nor Adkins has submtitcd to indi- 
affccted boards a 
proposed 
bill 


viclual legislators and members of 
which would abolish all boards of 
state charitable, penal and correc- 
tional institutions and colleges and 
create new ones within four days 
after the legislature convenes Jan. 
11. 


The measure is designed to synch- 


ronize the terms and memberships 
of the various boards with the pro- 
visions of amendment 33, adopted 
at the November general election. 
The amendment was written to pre- 
vent any governor from tamper- 
ing with boards arid commission of 
htese institutions in any manner 
that would give him political con- 
trol. 


The bill would require Senate ap- 


proval of all original appointments 
after th cold boards are abolished. 
The amendment, which 
becomes 


effective January 15, freezes mem- 
bership of all incumbents on the 
boards existing at that date. It pro- 
vides that the legislature shall ar- 
range the terms of office of board 
members "in such a manner that 
the term of office of one member 
shall expire each year." It also 
prohibits the governor or legisla- 
ture from decreasing the 
unex- 


pired terms of members who are 
serving when it becomes effective 
January 15. Since terms on 
all 


boards do not expire ut one-year 
intervals it is necessary that any 
changes required to meeting provi- 
sions of the amendment must 
be 


made in the first four days of the 
legislative session. 


Aflkins wrote the legislators: 
"I am going to do my best to 


carry out the provisinos of this act 
in line with the intent which the 
sponsors of the amendment had in 
mind. It is my intention to reap- 
point all the members of the pres- 
ent boards whose terms have not 
expired."

—but only Uncle Sam can do it.

,'ood purchases to day-to-day needs 
VTr.

o assure ample supplies of 
food 


r military and lend-lease require- 
ments. 


Good authorities explained today 


.hat government purchases of foods 
nay from time to time be greatly 
n excess of current requirements. 
To handle the extra supplies, 
the 


army, navy and the agriculture de- 
jarlmcnl have rented 
extensive 


warehousing and refrigerating 
fa- 


cilities. 


The practice of acquiring 
sup- 


plies in excess of current needs, 
:'ederred to in official quarters as 
"stockpiling," is made 
necessary 


largely by the nature of food pro- 
duction. In very few items is the 
rate qf production constant. 
For 


•nost products there 
are seasons of 


high production and seasons of low 
production. 


Thus, to be sure of supplies, the 


government must buy heavily 
in 


the seasons of peak 
production, or 


else it might be short 
in the season 


of low production. 


Take pork 
production for ex- 


ample. In the months of December, 
January and February hog slaugh- 
ter is heaviest. 
Government 
pur- 


chases of pork and lard during 
these months will be considerably 
greater than requirements 
during 


the period. The excess purchases 
will be stored for use next summer 
when pork production 
drops to its 


seasonally low level. 


The government 
plans call 
for 


two types of stockpiles. One is the 
storing of supplies during periods 
of heavy production for use later 
in the year when production is low. 
The second is the storing of sup- 
plies for unforeseen emergencies. 


Officials 
said that 
the govern- 


ment hopes to build up emergency 
reserves of some foods this year. 
The plans call for reserves of 
at 


least 1,500,000,000 pounds of lard, 
shortening, butter, margareine and 
other food fats and oils and 
be- 


tween 300,000,000 and 
500,000,000 


pounds of meat. 


"If the government joined with 


civilians in purchasing on a day-to- 
day basis," an official 
explained 


"there would be periods 
of the year 


when both might go hungry."
